LITICAL reform came more 

slowly, went deeper and wider, 
and was harmier to reverse in 
Czechoslovakia thanin other coun- 
tries of sovialist Bast . In 
contrast tothe violent and dramatic 
upheavals in Poland and Hungary 
in 1956, and to the essentially 
reactive reforms Tito improvised in 
Yugoslavia in an attempt to legiti- 
mate ἃ non-Stalinist brand of 
sdcialism, ‘there was ἃ. certain 
theoretical or even philosophical 
underpinning to the economic and 
political reforms ‘in Czechoslovakia. 
This underpinning, because it serves 
as a general critique of the Soviet 
model of socialism, retains its rele- 
vance to Czechoslovakia and to other 
Hast European countries even after 
the pmplementation of ‘these reforms 
has been forcibly barred. 

In Czechoslovakia and in Poland, 
especially, the Party still has not 
gained legitimacy among broad 
masses of the population. Tt must 
continue to rely on force, internally 
produced or supplied by the Soviets, 


in order to assure et least the sem- 
Dlance of political stability. In 
contrast to the Stalinist period, 
when the Soviet Union exploited the 
economies of Eastern Europe, it now 
finds itself obliged to bail socialist 
countries out of the economic ‘troub- 
165 in which they find themselves: 

In Czechoslovakia in the 1960s, 
the nature of the political, cuttural, 
social, aud economic crises of the 
Socialist systems was exposed and 
analyzed in a systematic manner. 
Curtously enough, while under the 
Dubcek regime oreny of ‘these 
analyses and critiques came to light 
and were widely discussed, Dubcek 
‘hhimeelf seemed to speak only in 
vegue generalities. These ‘were 
pleasant and admirable ones 'to be 
sure, but they failed to push hard 
enough either the practical steps 
toward the implementation of the 
reforms the intellectuals were crying 
for, or even the theoretical working 
out of programs for the future.

against the terror of the 1950s left 
the major moral issue of the regime 
unsolved; the growing discontents 
of the youth and the inteHectuals 
with a repressive, unreasonable, and 
almost defiantly stupid regime alfen- 
ated the intellectual and spiritual 
leaders of the nation from. its 
political ones; the Prague govern- 
mrent's discrimination against the 
Slovaks embittered the “second 
nation.” ᾿ 


Contempt for Slovaks 


Antonin ‘Novotny’s openly express- 
ed contempt for the Slovaks 
érought him the animosity not only 
of the Slovaks as a whole, but also 
of leading members of the Slovak 
Communist Party, and these were 
elements ‘Novotny could not easily 
repress. As Hamsik notes: “Though 
the man who rules this country can 
do without the writers..do without 
Slovakia he cannot.”
